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Drink driver 
admits guilt 

A DRUNK driver tearfully 
pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving after crashing into a 
restaurant with her five-year- 
old daughter in the front seat. 

Margarita Hollaway, 50, of 
Bury Street, Newport Pagnell, 
crashed her Mini into The East 
House in Silver Street at about 
10.10pm on June 5. 

Earlier that evening, she was 
involved in a minor collision at 
a set of traffic lights, and was 
spotted by witnesses driving 
‘erratically' and swerving in 
and out of traffic. 

Tristan Driscoll, prosecuting, 
said officers found Hollaway in 
an emotional state, slurring her 
words and they could smell 
alcohol on her breath. 

The court was told that 
Hollaway refused to provide a 
sample to police, and nobody 
was injured in the crash. 

Stephanie Wainwright, 
defending, said: “It is safe to say 
Margarita is completely 
distraught by what happened 
on that night.” 

Hollaway pleaded guilty to 
one count of driving a motor 
vehicle dangerously, one count 
of failure to provide a specimen 
for analysis, and one count of 
being drunk in charge of a child 
under seven at Milton Keynes 
Magistrates' Court yesterday. 

City magistrates concluded 
sentencing would be carried 
out by a crown court judge due 
to the severity of the offence. 

Speaking to Hollaway, Leroy 
Babalola, chair magistrate, 
said: “I'm sure you appreciate 
the gravity of the offence. 

“We don't feel our sentencing 
powers are enough for the 
dangerous driving.” 

Mr Babalola also imposed a 
driving ban on Hollaway until 
she receives her sentence. 

A date for the sentencing is to 
be confirmed.

A post-mortem examination took 
place yesterday but further tests will 
now take place to try to determine 
the cause of death. 

The results of those tests will not 
be known until the end of this week 
or early next week.

Robots to supply 
meals on wheels

ROBOTS could soon be delivering 
takeaways to residents. 

Just Eat - the online food order and 
delivery service - partnered with 
Starship Technologies in a ground¬ 
breaking trial which saw the self¬ 
driving robots tested in Milton Keynes. 

The insulated robots travel at four 
miles per hour and drive alone while 
being monitored by human operators 
in control centres, who are able to step 
in and take over at any time. 

Fernando Fanton, chief product and 
technology officer at Just Eat, said: 
“This is another example of how we’re 
pushing boundaries to provide custom¬ 
ers and restaurant partners with more 
choice and flexibility. 

“We’ve always been committed to 


offering new ways to order and pay for 
food, and now we’re right at the heart of 
a new way of delivering which is as 
exciting for us as it will be for those who 
find a robot on their doorstep.” 

Fitted with nine cameras recording its 
surroundings, a two-way audio system 
and alarms if picked up or stolen, the 
robots have been introduced in 
European and American cities since 
the end of last year. 

The food compartment is sealed in 
transit, and on arrival the app holder is 
supplied with a secure access code to 
open the robot and collect their meal. 

They have already driven close to 
5,000 miles and met more than 400,000 
people without a single accident. 

Although Just Eat has yet to confirm 
an arrival date, all the signs suggest 
your Chinese takeaway may be brought 
to you by a robot in the near future.

Jason Falkner, business 
manager at Radcliffe School, 
commented: “I can confirm 
that we have recently installed 
a CCTV camera in the com¬ 
munal area of one of our toi¬ 
lets.

‘Security needs 
to be improved’

SHOCKING pictures have 
emerged of children playing 
on the tracks at Wolverton 
Works - minutes before a 
train passed. 

The images were sent in by 
rail journalist and Willen resi¬ 
dent Phil Marsh who spotted 
the trespassers on June 6 at 
about 6.30pm. 

The Royal Train passed 
about five minutes after the 
children had finished play¬ 
ing, and Mr Marsh fears it is 
only a matter of time before 
there is a serious accident on 
the site. 

He said: “Security is not 


what it should be there, 
despite repeated warnings. 

“When I went on a tour 
around the site last November, 
I was told then they have had 
a lot of trespassing. 

“If these kids can get in, who 
else might be able who would 
to do something really evil? 

“If an accident were to hap¬ 
pen, at best it would result in a 
serious injury.” 

Knorr-Bremse - the current 
tenants of Wolverton Works - 
admit the issue of maintain¬ 
ing security on the site is 
‘challenging’. 

A spokesperson added: “We 
have experienced a number of 
trespassers on site and also 
some incidents of criminal 


damage taking place since 
taking over operations on the 
site nearly three years ago. 

“One such incident is cur¬ 
rently under police investiga¬ 
tion, and others who are 
apprehended trespassing or 
causing damage on the site 
will also be referred to the 
police. 

“The current high levels of 
security on the Wolverton 
site, which include CCTV and 
dog patrols, has been further 
increased.” 

OneMK contacted St 
Modwen - the owners of the 
site - for a comment, but did 
not receive a reply.

A LEUKAEMIA sufferer 
is warning others after 
he was targeted by what 
is believed to be an 
organised crime group. 

Ed Jones, from 
Medbourne, had his 
identity stolen by a group 
who set up a shopping 
account and ordered 
goods. 

Using his name and 
address, the gang were 
able to order more than 
£200 worth of clothes 
from La Redoute - a 
French mail order 
company that sells men’s 
and women’s clothing 
and homeware. 

Mr Jones said: “I was 
told when I called La 
Redoute that I was one of 
several people in Milton 
Keynes whose identity 
has been used to set up 
an account. I received a 
postal statement for £212 
of clothes ordered. 

“I am always very safe 
with all my bank details 
and no money was taken 


from my account. The 
police confirmed that it 
is likely the group may be 
getting names and 
addresses from the 
electoral register.” 

The 45-year-old has 
been battling leukaemia 
since 2006 and continues 
to raise money with an 
annual music concert for 
the Bloodwise charity in 
a bid to help others with 
blood cancer. 

Mr Jones added: “I had 
to fill out a form for 
Action Fraud and if 
Thames Valley Police are 
made aware that a lot of 
these forms have been 
done in Milton Keynes 
they will investigate. 

“It is believed these 
gangs used different 
delivery addresses for the 
items and either inter¬ 
cept the post or wait out¬ 
side.” 

La Redoute, like many 
other shopping websites, 
offer customers the 
chance to buy and pay 
later with an account. A 
spokesman said: “We 
can’t comment on 
specific customer cases.”

Breath of fresh 
air proves dear

MILTON Keynes Council is 
set to splash up to £2.5mil- 
lion replacing the air cooling 
system at the Civic Offices. 

A recent inspection of the 
building revealed the current 
system for providing fresh 
and purified air was not fit for 
purpose. 

And despite the recent 
budget cuts handed down to 
the council by Central 


Government, Councillor Rob 
Middleton, cabinet member 
for resources, admitted the 
work had to be done. 

He said: “Surveyors found 
the air cooling system was not 
fit for purpose. The advice is 
we need to replace it, or risk 
being in breach of health and 
safety regulations. 

“With a heavy heart, I have 
to give authority for these 
works to be carried out. 

“Staff and residents should 
still feel comfortable using 


the Civic Offices, but there is a 
small risk and I could not in 
all good conscience continue 
without addressing this 
issue.” 

Cost-saving measures will 
be discussed at a meeting on 
July 26, before settling on a 
final outlay for the work 
which is expected to begin 
within the next few months. 

The investigation was 
carried out as part of the 
Council’s overall plans to 
refurbish the Civic Offices.

MILTON Keynes Museum 
and Milton Keynes Council 
have announced it's now full 
steam ahead for their expan¬ 
sion plans. 

Constructors Willmott 
Dixon has been chosen to 
take on the building of two 
major new galleries to tell the 
key stories of the area, from 
pre-history times right up to 
the present day. 

An ancient gallery will cover 
everything from the Stone 
Age through to this area’s role 
during the Wars of the Roses 
and Civil War. Crucially, it 
will also see key archaeologi¬ 
cal finds returned to Milton 
Keynes for people to enjoy. 

A second large gallery will 
tell the story of how Milton 
Keynes was planned to 
become the UK’s most ambi¬ 
tious new city, and how its 
first 50 years have unfolded. 

Bill Griffiths, museum 
director, said: “Our aims are 
as ambitious ever: to create a 
fantastic museum of which 
the people of MK can be 
proud, which draws in people 
from all over the UK and 


allows us to bring home our 
unique archaeology.” 

The plans suffered a setback 
when Heritage Lottery Fund’s 
funding committee declined 
to put more cash into the 
proposed £7million project. 

With £5.6million funding 
secured from the council, 
project partners have spent 
the last six months revising 
plans and agreed an initial 
£750,000 fundraising 
campaign to plug the gap. 

Councillor Liz Gifford, cabi¬ 


net member for community 
services, said: “A fully-fledged 
‘Milton Keynes centric’ 
museum has always been in 
our ‘masterplan’ - so we owe 
it to ourselves, as well as past 
and future generations, to 
have a museum that will do 
our heritage and history 
justice.” 

Now planning permission 
has been granted, building is 
expected to start in early 2017 
with the opening planned for 
the museum’s 2018 season.

Chaos expected in 
Southern Rail cuts

AS 341 train services are cut 
fed up passengers have told 
of their ‘nightmare' journeys 
with Southern Rail from 
Milton Keynes Central to 
London. 

The introduction of an 
emergency timetable, which 
came into effect on Monday 
and will run until further 
notice, includes the suspen¬ 
sion of Southern’s west 
London line between MK 
Central and Clapham 
Junction - a route essential 
for many commuters travel¬ 
ling into the capital. 

In a bid to help with the 
expected chaos, London 
Midland is accepting 
‘Southern only’ and ‘Via 
Kensington Olympia’ tickets 
between London Euston and 
Milton Keynes Central. 

Southern Rail says it has 
taken the action to cut 15 per 
cent of its services because of 
unprecedented levels of sick¬ 
ness and an unwillingness of 
staff to work overtime. 

Alex Koszykowska, 21, a 
sales and marketing assistant 
who lives in Monkston and 


works in Fulham, uses the 
Southern service for her daily 
commute. 

She said: “It has been a 
nightmare since the conduc¬ 
tor strikes have happened, 
and now the high level of staff 
sickness. The trains are only 
one an hour and sometimes 
they expect you to wait an 
hour for the next one, which 
is then cancelled.” 

Grant McKay, 41, from 
Peartree Bridge who also 
works near London, added: 


“Southern Rail’s service has 
been disappointing, 

disgraceful and unaccepta¬ 
ble. It has to be the worst 
company that I’ve ever had to 
deal with.” 

MK South MP Iain Stewart, 
who was formerly 
Parliamentary Private 
Secretary for Transport 
added: “I have already met 
with Southern Rail recently to 
voice my concerns and will 
continue to raise these 
issues.”

Teen’s ticket turmoil

A STUDENT has slammed 
Arriva for ‘blatant exploita¬ 
tion' after her student ticket 
was rejected. 

Amelia Rosalyn, 19, from 
New Bradwell, purchased a 
four-weekly saver ticket at the 
discounted rate of £40, and 
tried to use it on the Number 
7 service from Wolverton on 
June 23. 

But despite checking the 
conditions beforehand, she 
was told by the driver a recent 
policy change required end 
dates on student ID cards, 


and her ticket was invalid. 

She said: “I am absolutely 
disgusted with Arriva and 
their blatant exploitation and 
disregard of their customers 
who have no choice as there is 
no other option. My money is 
wasted. 

“An adult fare is now £2.20 
which is taking advantage of 
the elderly, students, and 
those in poor financial situa¬ 
tions. 

“The quality of the service is 
shocking for the price paid. 
Buses often simply do not 
show up, with no explanation 
or notice, and passengers are 
left waiting for what is some¬ 


times hours for the next bus.” 

After hearing of Amelia’s 
complaint, Arriva has urged 
anyone who has suffered 
something similar to contact 
its customer services team. 

Maq Alibhai, area manag¬ 
ing director of Arriva, also 
defended its prices, saying 
return fares had been frozen, 
and that discussions for 
reduced flat and weekly fares 
for under 19s were underway. 

She added: “Reliability is of 
paramount importance, but 
due to the proximity to the 
Ml we do experience delays 
as traffic tends to use local 
roads to avoid incidents.”

EFFORTS are being made to 
improve the drainage in Woburn 
Sands following the dreadful 
floods that blighted the town last 
month. 

Record levels of rain fell down in 
Milton Keynes on June 8, while 
lightning also struck some houses 
in the city. 

One of the worst affected areas 
was Woburn Sands, where flash 
floods caused misery for drivers 
and the High Street was 
completely flooded. 

The chief reason for this prob¬ 
lem was because the drains 
couldn’t cope with the amount of 
water, and Woburn Sands Town 
Council believes that this is 


because the drains haven’t been 
cleaned properly. 

The council met at its monthly 
meeting on Monday night and 
agreed to call on Milton Keynes 
Council and Central Bedfordshire 
Council, which both have respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining drains in 
the area, to get the drains cleaned 
more frequently because people 
are afraid that the town will be 
flooded again if a similar down¬ 
pour comes down over Woburn 
Sands again soon. 

Town clerk Lynne Stapleton 
said: “We are going to try to 
arrange a meeting with officers 


from both councils to get a 
regular cleaning process in place. 

“It’s urgent that it’s done and 
people are quite nervous about it 
happening again so hopefully we 
won’t get that sort of rain for a 
long time. 

“The drains couldn’t take that 
amount of water but the commu¬ 
nity has dealt with it absolutely 
brilliantly. 

“Everybody accepted that it 
happened and everybody seems 
to think that the drains couldn’t 
take the amount of water.” 

Milton Keynes Council said that 
it would be bringing in an 


additional gully cleaner to cover 
all the areas of Milton Keynes that 
were affected by the floods, 
including Woburn Sands. 

A spokesman said: “June 2016 
was one of the wettest months 
with almost twice the usual 
amount of rain falling in that 
month including a lot of localised 
flooding across Milton Keynes." 

“One of these areas was Woburn 
Sands however our Highways 
team along with Ringway provid¬ 
ed assistance and support to 
residents, mainly out of hours. 
They also hand-cleaned gullies 
and delivered sandbags where 
needed. 

“After the adverse weather in 
June, we now have an additional 
gulley cleaner which has been 
mobilised to work specifically in 
problem areas where large 
amounts of debris run into the 
road drains." 

A spokesman from Central Beds 
Council said that a full investiga¬ 
tion would take place, and that 
they went to Aspley Hill at the 
time the flooding happened. 

“We are aware of a small number 
of locations affected by the recent 
intense localised storms. 

“We were called out to Aspley 
Hill at the time of the storms. 

“As part of our standard proce¬ 
dures, the council is planning to 
carry out a full investigation of 
the drainage systems (not just 
roadside drains). 

“The council carries out regular 
gully clearing and prioritises 
areas prone to flooding.”

Project fishes out a 
way to help wildlife

A £70,000 project has now 
opened to support wildlife - 
and in particular fish - for 
the enjoyment of future 
generations. 

The Parks Trust and The 
Environment Agency have 
joined forces to protect 
wildlife by opening the old 
river channel in Millfield, 
Stony Stratford. 

Both organisations have 
invested in the improvements 
to the river channel to 
improve the flow of water 
around the structure to allow 
a fish passage. It has created 
250 metres of new habitat, 
which in the future will be 
used for fish spawning. 

Rob Clapham, project 
manager from The 
Environment Agency, said: 
“The Great Ouse is heavily 
modified in this area, which 
has negative impacts on fish 
and invertebrates. 

“This new channel and 
other enhancement works in 
the area will help to maintain 
a healthy and diverse river 
ecology for future genera¬ 
tions to enjoy.” 


The project will also help 
the river life to move more 
freely below and above the 
Millfield sluice, which is a 
gate controlling water flow. It 
will also offer a refuge to fish 
and other wildlife in floods. 

Rob Riekie, landscape and 
operations director at The 
Parks Trust, said: “The 
designed structure at the 
inlet allows more water in the 


channel at times of high 
water and reduces to a 
smaller, consistent flow in the 
summer, allowing the main 
channel to continue to be the 
main water course, while 
continuing to enable inverte¬ 
brates and the river’s other 
wildlife to move freely. It also 
acts as a fish refuge when the 
river is flooded and stops fish 
being washed away.”

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What is the UK’s 
future following 
EU referendum?

THE future of the United Kingdom 
following the outcome of the EU 
referendum has been discussed at 
several events across the city. 

In a speech at the Open University on 
July 5, Lord David Blunkett, pictured, 
called for all of the home nations to 
stand together and remain united in 
the wake of the seismic Brexit 
victory. 

In a lecture titled ‘After the 
referendum - What is the UK’s 
place in the world?’, he said: “We 
have been split in our country by 
age, by class, by geography, and by 
educational opportunity. 

“It is going to take a 
massive effort to put Britain 
back together again. 

“I hope we can do it in a 
way that demonstrates 
Britain is not the kind of 
nation we have seen in the 
last fortnight. 

“We need to prevent 
further devolution by 


convincing all we have more in 
common and less to gain apart. 

“We have got to rebuild confidence 
and optimism that there is an alterna¬ 
tive to a divided Britain, to jingoism, to 
the old resenting the young or vice 
versa.” 

And a day later, dozens gathered at 
the latest meeting of Milton Keynes 
People’s Assembly. 

Despite the majority present voting in 
favour of remain, a general consensus 

was reached that Britain must now 
leave the EU, and the outcome of 
the referendum should not be 
fought. 

Jennifer Marklew, a representa¬ 
tive of Milton Keynes Green 
Party, added: “We can’t not 
leave the EU - we can’t 
change our minds. 

“We need to leave the 
EU in the right way, by 
protecting workers’ 
rights, keeping environ¬ 
mental legislation, and 
ensuring rights such as 
minimum wage are 
maintained.”

Flat with celebrity pub downstairs 



FOR some drinkers there is 
nothing sadder than the sight of 
a derelict pub. And that’s the fate 
that befell The Cross Keys, a 
former Georgian-era watering 
hole that, like many thousands of 
pubs across the UK, struggled to 
attract enough customers. 

What’s different about The 
Cross Keys is that it’s had some 
very famous customers pass 
through its doors including 
painters JMW Turner, James 
Whistler and James Singer 
Sargent, writer Agatha Christie, 
poet Dylan Thomas, The Rolling 
Stones and reggae star Bob 
Marley. More recent patrons have 
included The Duchess of 
Cambridge, who popped in once 
for a drink, and Piers Morgan 
and Zac Goldsmith, who have 
both campaigned to save it. 

Their efforts were not in vain. 
The pub, which is in on 
Lawrence Street in Chelsea, 
London, was reopened earlier 
this year after a three-year 


closure and a £500,000 refit and 
is now being run by Mark Dyer, 
who has connections to the royal 
family. 

This includes the fact that its 
sister pub, The Brown Cow, is a 
favourite haunt of Prince Harry 
and his high society mates. 

But The Cross Keys is no 


longer just a pub. The upper 
floors have also been given a 
makeover and converted into 
four luxury apartments.

FOR many snooker fans 
Scottish-born Stephen Hendry 
was the greatest player ever and 
his silverware cabinet proves the 
point. 

Not only was he the youngest 
ever World Champion but during 
his 26-year career he won a 
further six world titles and was 
the sport’s world number one for 
eight consecutive seasons, to 
name a few of his achievements. 

At his side during all of these 
years was his wife Mandy who 
he met when he was 16 at a 
Pontins holiday camp.

ou may not know 
who Boris 
Pasternak is but 
you’ll recognise 
the name of his 
most famous book, Doctor 
Zhivago, the epic love story 
set in Russia during the run 
up to the First World War. 

The book was finished in 
1956 but immediately banned 
in Russia and not published 
outside until a year later, 
albeit to worldwide acclaim. 
The epic story, which 
includes a bewildering array 
of characters and locations, 
received an even wider 
audience when it was turned 
into a film in 1966 by British 
director David Lean. 

Starring Omar Sharif, Julie 
Christie, Rod Steiger, Alec 
Guiness and Tom Courtenay, 


the film was a huge global 
box-office success and won 
five Academy Awards. 

Boris Pasternak was not 
only a novelist but a member 
of a high-achieving family. 

His father Leonid was a 
famous impressionist painter 
while other family high-fliers 
have included a renowned 
biochemist and a philosopher. 

The most recent member of 
the family to win acclaim is 
UK-based author and 
journalist Anna Pasternak, 
Boris’s great grand-daughter. 
She is most famous for her 
1994 book Princess In Love, 
which revealed the love affair 
between Princess Diana and 
James Hewitt. 

She has written a new book 
due to be published soon, 
Lara, which explores the love 


story said to be the 
inspiration for Doctor 
Zhivago - the long affair that 
took place between her great 
grandfather Boris Pasternak 
and his mistress Olga 
Ininskaya. A six-part TV 
series based on the book is 
also to follow. 

Anna is also moving house 
and has put her home, White 
Cottage within the Fawley 
Court estate near 
Henley-on-Thames, on the 
market.

IT IS now 40 years since Agatha 
Christie, the undisputed queen 
of murder mysteries, died.

She also lived at 58 Sheffield 
Terrace from 1934 to 1941, where 
she is said to have written 16 of 
her novels including Death On 
The Nile.

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JLR’s £20m home for ultimate cars

A £20 MILLION facility has been opened 
by Jaguar Land Rover to create some of 
the world’s most desirable cars. The new 
headquarters of JLR’s Special Vehicle 
Operations division has the ability to turn out 
more than 5,000 bespoke models a year to 
satisfy motoring VIPs. Hand-finished and 
crafted to the hilt the SVR cars can be painted 
in any colour required with luxury interiors 
decked out to individual specification. Elite 
buyers can spend up to £50,000 embellishing 
their cars to make them absolute one-offs, 
taking personalisation to the extreme. 


Much of the 20,000 square metre SVO 
site in Oxford Road, Ryton-on-Dunsmore 
in Coventry - close to Jaguar’s spiritual 
Browns Lane home in the city - is taken up 
with an ultra-modern paint shop covering 
the equivalent of 46 tennis courts and 
including more than 500 metres of track. 
JLR says that from 36 primary colours 
there are 288 paint permutations and 
individual hues can be mixed on demand. 
There’s also a choice of satin, matt, metallic 
or a deep lustre ChromaFlair finishes and 
each is baked to perfection at 140 degrees 
centigrade for 40 minutes. 


Primer coats used in the treatment have 
the heat turned up to 180 degrees and the 
whole paint process involves robotics as 
much as traditional hand-spray techniques. 
The result is models that look a million dollars 
resplendent in colours not normally seen on 
the likes of Range Rovers or Jaguar F-TYPEs 
- and each denoted by special SVO badges 
front and rear. The paint shop is also geared 
up to cater for regular buyers who want a 
special paint finish with the bodies being 
transported by road from JLR’s Solihull 
factory for spraying at the new workshops. 
The opening of the SVO building comes two 
years after JLR set up the specialist team 
headed by former Land Rover boss John 


Edwards. With 200 employees at the new 
works SVO now has a workforce of more 
than 1,000 producing specialist vehicles 
such as the Range Rover Sport SVR, the 
Range Rover SVAutobiography and the 
Jaguar F-TYPE SVR. Production is carried 
out under FI-style conditions in a dust-free 
environment. Vehicles being worked on are 
protected by mat covers bearing the legend 
‘Passion for Perfection’ - a mission statement 
if ever there was. Models being prepared 
included armoured Land Rovers for VIPs as 
well as examples of the Project 7 F-TYPE 
200mph high performance roadster of which 
only 250 are to be produced. 

The SVO team is also tasked with looking 
after classic Jaguars and Land Rovers from 
around the world and as well as restoration 
work it is also producing parts to keep the cars 
in working order. Other projects include the 
production of ‘living legends’ such as a new 
run of the six remaining E-TYPE Lightweights 
and a recreation of the Jaguar XKSS. 

As SVO director Mark Stanton said: “We 
are turning up the volume from 10 to 11.” A 
similar operation is being created for classic 
Land Rovers where donor vehicles will be 
returned to their former glory and sold on. 
At the heart of the new headquarters is a 
computerised commissioning suite where 
buyers can configure their vehicles to 
individual specifications using a giant tablet- 
style display to select trim combinations and 
other extras. JLR says it plans to expand its 
SVO operations and increase the number of 
its vehicles with the bespoke touch. 

At the opening of the new building, John 
Edwards said: “Our business plans are driven 
by the desire for ‘halo’ vehicles and other 
exclusive products from customers in all 
corners of the globe. “The vision for Special 
Vehicle Operations is to launch one new SVO 
car every year, on average, for at least the 
next four years.”

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All change for Audi A3

AUDI’S best selling A3 has just been given 
a major revamp - with sharper styling, new 
engines and new technology. 

But although the model is available in four 
guises - three-door hatchback, five-door 
Sportback, saloon and cabriolet - traditionally 
it’s the ubiquitous three-door that seems to 
dominate our roads because of its entry level 
price tag. 

The introduction of a new 1.0-litre, three-cylinder 
115bhp petrol engine in this model means the 
new third generation A3 will be available from 
£19,365 as Audi follows the trend towards 
smaller but more powerful engines with lower 
insurance premiums and no road tax. 

Along with its siblings the latest three-door now 
gets a new “face” with a more aggressive, wider 
grille as well as flatter headlights with distinctive 
jagged bottom edges so you will know when 
one is behind you, even after dark. 

In fact the lights are now more piercing as the old 
halogen lamps have been replaced with xenon 
with LED daytime running lights as standard. 

At the rear of the car there are new look 
bumpers and a wider diffuser while new alloy 
wheel designs and new exterior colours have 
created a fresh new image. 

The car comes with a choice of six-speed 
manual gearbox or seven-speed S tronic 
automatic box in both the 1,0-litre, 1.4-litre and 
2.0-litre TFSI petrol models as well as the S3 
quattro and 1.6-litre TDI diesel. 

For the 2.0-litre TDI 150 bhp quattro model and 
range-topping 184 bhp quattro - at £30,915 in 
S line trim - it’s a choice of six-speed manual or 
six-speed S tronic. 

There are no dramatic changes to the interior 
of the car but you can now order it with the 
same virtual cockpit first seen in the Audi TT - 
which allows the speedometer and rev counter 
to reduce in size to allow a sat nav screen to 
appear between them - and charge your smart 
phone simply by placing it in the armrest. 


The latest advances in technology means the 
car is now available with a variety of assistance 
systems including one which takes over the 
driving in slow moving traffic jams. 

Traffic jam assist means that radar sensors and 
a front camera process the vital information 
around the car allowing the system to brake, 
accelerate and even steer in an ever increasing 
move towards autonomous driving. 

You can also order your car with park assist 
- which allows the car to park itself - and the 
useful cross traffic assist which warns you of 
cars approaching from either direction as you 
reverse out of a parking spot. 

And while the new model brings with it new 
engines Audi has retained some tried and tested 
ones from the outgoing range, including the 
1.6-litre TDI Sport with its promise of more than 
74 miles per gallon. 

And just a few minutes behind the wheel showed 
why this is still a best seller with its HObhp 
engine delivering gutsy performance and plenty 
of torque from a car priced at £22,480. 

During my drive I couldn’t match Audi’s official 
fuel consumption figure of 72.4mpg but did 
record a respectable 56mpg from a model with 
a 0-62mph time of 10.5 seconds and top speed 
of 124mph. 

For anyone preferring petrol and looking for 
even sharper performance the 1.4-litre TFSI 
engine has also been carried over and boasts a 
0-62mph time of 8.1 seconds on its way to a top 
speed of 136mph. 

Despite its lively performance - and it really 
does feel crisp when you push it - this model 
will achieve around 50mpg thanks in part to its 
cylinder on demand technology which turns off 
two of the engine’s four cylinders when it’s not 
under pressure. 

The first A3 took to the road in 1996 rapidly 
becoming one of Audi’s most successful cars 
and certainly its best seller in a short space 
of time. 

The latest revamp marks the German luxury 
car maker’s determination to ensure that sales 
continue to stay buoyant.

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PEUGEOT, CITROEN, OS REVEAL REAL MPG By: Stewart Smith 

IN the wake of the emissions scandal involving Volkswagen the French car group PSA which makes Peugeot, Citroen and DS vehicles has decided to release data 
which shows fuel consumption in real world diving conditions. Instead of relying on strictly controlled laboratory tests which are mandatory for all new cars 
in Europe, the French manufacturer has elected to reveal independent data calculated with two non-governmental organisations, Transport & Environment 
and France Nature Environment. The measurements of 30 PSA models were made on public roads open to traffic (15.5 mile urban, 24.2 miles rural and 19.2 
mile motorway) and under real-life driving conditions, notably with passenger and luggage loads, road gradients, and the use of air-conditioning systems. With 
consumer confidence in car testing falling the PSA Group decided to publish real-world fuel consumption data for its cars in order to be transparent with 
customers. It is a world first initiative in the automotive industry. Under the new test regime a Peugeot 1081.2 PureTech petrol model which would have been rated 
at 65.5mpg under the standard test, returned 46.4mpg under the new PSA real-world test. Gilles Le Borgne, executive vice president for research and development 
at PSA, said: ’’The PSA Group has published real-world consumption data for 30 Peugeot, Citroen and DS models, in line with the commitment to transparency 
as part of its drive to continuously provide customers with more information, and the group will publish figures for another 20 models by the end of the year and 
introduce a simulator allowing customers to reduce their fuel consumption depending on driving conditions, thereby lowering their C02 emissions. “In 2017, the 
PSA Group will move to the next level by extending measurements to pollutant emissions of nitrogen oxides in customer driving conditions.” 

And with vehicle manufacturers introducing more electric and plug-in hybrid models, the new car market is accelerating towards a point where Go Ultra Low feels plug-in power will overtake petrol 
and diesel as the dominant fuel type. Poppy Welch, head of Go Ultra Low, said: “The huge interest in electric vehicles and their subsequent rapid rise in uptake has been spectacular so far, with more 
than 60,000 EVs registered in the past five years. “These rises are just the start of the electric revolution as Go Ultra Low analysis suggests that electric vehicles could dominate the new car market as 
early as 2027.” Go Ultra Low analysed a series of market forecasts and trends for plug-in vehicle uptake considering forecasts by government, the Committee on Climate Change, the RAC Foundation 
and other industry authorities

WITH teenage drivers three times 
more likely to die in a crash than 
older drivers, more should be done 
to protect younger, inexperienced 
motorists, says a leading UK road 
safety education organisation.

RED Bull’s Max 
Verstappen brought his 
team some success at the 
British Grand Prix at 
Silverstone after achiev¬ 
ing a second place 
podium finish at the 
Northamptonshire track. 

Verstappen crossed the 
line in third but was soon 
promoted to second 
following a reversal of the 
placings with Mercedes’ 
Nico Rosberg. 

The German was hit 
with a 10 second penalty 
due to receiving informa¬ 
tion over the team radio 
to aid him with the 
driving of the car follow¬ 
ing a problem with the 
gears, and that relegated 
him to third. 

Verstappen however, 
was seen to be in scintil¬ 
lating form, with a 
pleasing display of driv¬ 
ing in difficult conditions 
showing a level of matu¬ 
rity perhaps beyond his 
years, with his aggressive 
overtaking of Rosberg 
particularly impressive. 

The Dutchman said: 
“The move on the outside 
of Becketts was fun, he 
[Rosberg] was finding the 
inside so I thought let’s try 
the outside. 

“It was a risky move for 
sure, the car had grip and 
I had the feeling so it 
worked well. 

“The fans here were 
great, I couldn’t believe 
how loud they were and 
they really supported me. 


“Understandably they 
were behind Lewis 
[Hamilton] but they got 
behind me loads also 
which was great to see.” 

Daniel Ricciardo said he 
had a lonely race as he 
came home fourth. 

“I think for the team and 
for the points it was really 
good,” said the Aussie. 

“Obviously we gained a 
bit on Ferrari which is 
nice, but for me it was 
lonely and a bit boring. 

“We lost a lot of time 
with the Virtual Safety 
Car and that was just bad 
luck. 

“This was out of our 
hands and there’s nothing 
we could have done 
different.” 

Red Bull team principal 
Christian Horner said: “It 
was a fantastic race at our 
local track and a real 
fighting drive from Max, 
the highlight of which 
was passing Rosberg 
round the outside in 
Becketts. 

“Unfortunately we 
didn’t quite have enough 
pace in the dry conditions 
to stay ahead but it was 
very satisfying to get both 
cars to the finish.” 

Hamilton went on to 
win the race and recorded 
his fourth British Grand 
Prix victory. 

He closed the gap in the 
drivers’ championship to 
just one point behind 
Mercedes team-mate 
Rosberg. 

The next Grand Prix 
takes place in Hungary on 
Sunday, July 24.

LONG JUMP 



Towcester ready 
for big TV Trophy 

LORD Hesketh, whose bold vision it was 
to construct the impressive new 
greyhound racing facility at Towcester 
Racecourse, owns a live contender for 
victory in the most high profile race of 
the year at his own track - the historic 
TV Trophy. 

As the title of the race suggests, the 
final on August 3 will be beamed to the 
nation courtesy of Sky Sports. 

Generations of greyhound racing fans 
have grown up with the TV Trophy on 
their screens, making the competition 
arguably the most famous event in the 
racing calendar. Previous winners have 
become household names within the 
industry, like Scurlogue Champ who 
thrilled armchair viewers with his 
trademark whirlwind finish to earn back 
to back victories in the 1980s. 

The 2015 winner, Ballymac Bonnie, 
will bid to add her moniker to the 
greyhound racing hall of fame with 
connections booked to make the long 
journey from Ireland to Towcester. 

Track owner Hesketh’s shot at glory 
comes in the form of the mighty Ribble 
Atom who finished a gallant third in the 
event 12 months ago behind Bonnie. 


Rutherford is 
European champ 

WOBURN Sands Olympic, 
Commonwealth and World 
champion Greg Rutherford has 
made the perfect preparation for 
Rio 2016 by retaining his long jump 
title at the European Championship 
last Thursday. 

A leap of 8.25m was enough for 
Rutherford, pictured , to secure the 
gold in Amsterdam. 

The long jumper opened with an 
effort of 8.12m which immediately 
catapulted him into the lead. 

Two no jumps followed, but the 
Milton Keynes athlete overhauled 
Michel Torneus of Sweden with his 
fourth and winning effort of 8.25m. 

The success means Rutherford 
becomes the first European long 
jump champion to retain the crown 
in 54 years. 

On the same night, fellow Briton 
Dina Asher-Smith secured gold in 
the 200m. 

She ran a season’s best time of 
22.37 seconds to see off her 
competitors. 

Rutherford posted on his 
Instagram page how pleased he was 


to win the title, but he also praised 
his competitors Michel Tornius 
from Sweden and Dutch jumper 
Ignisious Gaisah. 

Rutherford posted: “So pleased to 
have won my second European 
title. 

“Equally pleased I had the chance 
to share the podium with two great 
competitors and people. 

“We’ve known each other a long 


time and this is a lovely way to top a 
friendship off.” 

Rutherford’s victory was all the 
more impressive considering that 
he was suffering from a whiplash 
injury he suffered at the 
Birmingham Diamond League, 
which meant he had to pull out of 
the British Championships a few 
weeks ago. The injury left him with 
a loss of hearing in his left ear.

KYLE McFadzean has 
joined Sky Bet 
Championship side 
Burton Albion for an 
undisclosed fee. 

The 29-year-old, pictured 
has signed a three-year 
deal with the Brewers, who 
will compete in the second 
tier of English football for 
the first time in their 
history in 2016/17. 

OneMK understands that 
the deal is less than the 
£500,000 price tag that was 
put on his shoulders last 
week, but one of the main 
sticking points of the 
Sheffield United interest 
was that Dons didn’t want 
him joining an outfit that 
was in the same division as 
them. 

With Burton a league up 
in the Championship, and 
not far from McFadzean’s 
home town of Sheffield, 
the deal appears to have 
suited all parties, and it 
means that Dons don’t 
have an unhappy player on 
their books. 

There are add-ons as part 
of the deal, but even if they 
all pan out, the sum will 
not add up to £500,000. 

McFadzean made 93 
appearances and scored 
four goals during a two- 
year stay at stadiummk, 
after arriving from Crawley 
Town in the summer of 
2014. 

McFadzean hadn’t been 
in touch with manager Karl 


Robinson since the club 
reconvened for pre-season 
training, and did not go on 
the club’s pre-season train¬ 
ing camp in Ireland. 

Robinson told mkdons. 
com: “I’m deeply disap¬ 
pointed to lose Kyle. 

“We had meetings with 
him in the summer - he 
knows what our ambitions 
are for next season and 
going forward but he’s 
decided his future lies 
elsewhere. 

“It’s been a testing time 
but we’ve been strong and 
stuck to our principles - 
showing respect to our 
players and our fans. 

“This deal is in the best 
interest of the football 
club.” 

Meanwhile, Dons got 
their pre-season underway 
by thrashing St James’s 
Gate 9-1 in Ireland. 

There were eight differ¬ 
ent goalscorers in the game 
on Monday night, which 
included a brace from Ben 
Reeves. 

Other scorers included 
new signing from Barnsley 
George Williams, Giorgio 
Rasulo, Joe Walsh, Brandon 
Thomas-Asante, Nicky 
Maynard, Tom Hitchcock 
and Samir Carruthers.
